Sir — As  required  by  Section  4,  Chapter  147,  1909  Laws,  I ' 
submit  tables  herewith  showing  receipts  of  this  office,  acreage 
sold,  under  lease,  selected,  free  rights  of  way  granted,  amount 
of  land  in  each  county  and  grant,  and  investments  of  funds, 
covering  the  fiscal  year  19 10.  A  copy  of  the  1909  report  is 
also   furnished    i"or    publication. 

The  State  has  title  to  3,870,164.82  acres  (for  details  see 
table),  of  which  there  is  under  lease  2,449,133.61   acres. 

Land  sales  (no  timber  included)  were  held  in  ten  counties, 
which,  totaled  142,338.72  acres,  vSelling  for  $2,733,171.98.  This 
record  exceeds  the  best  previous  year,  1907,  by  over  87,000  acres 
and  $1,955,569.00  Fergus  heads  the  1910  county  list  with 
$1,211,687.00. 

The  Average  Selling  Price  per  acre  for  the  entire  State  was 
$19.20,  while  the  47,346  acres  sold  in  Fergus  county  brought 
an  average  of  $25.59.  ^O'  comparison  of  this  average  with 
previous  years  can  be  made,  beacuse  heretofore  timber  was 
included  with  the  land. 

This  large  increase  in  acres  sold,  together  with  more  acres 
leased,  has  not  produced  a  corresponding  increase  in  cash 
receipts,  because  the  present  law  requires  only  half  as  much 
cash  paid  down  on  sales  as  formerly. 

Receipts  for  1910,  from  all  sources,  were  $826,836.01 ;  this 
would  have  been  greater  by  $406,290.00  had  not  the  former  30 
per  cent  cash  payment  on   sales  been   reduced  to   15  per  cent. 

Leases — Surveyed  land  now  under  lease  is  2,449,133.61  acres, 
bringing  annual  rental  of  $249,734.29,  which  is  ahead  of  1909, 
the  best  previous  year,  by  101,522  acres  and  $10,436.00.  The 
average  rental  per  acre  per  year  is  10  1-5  cents,  practically 
the  same  as  for  the  past  four  years. 

Permits — Not  included  in  foregoing  are  permits  on  unsur- 
veyed  sections  16  and  36,  which  at  the  close  of  1909  aggregated 
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198,691  acres  with  rental  of  $13,360.60,  and  at  end  of  1910  was 
262,844   acres   bringing   $17,151.00   rental. 

Selections — For  1909-10,  by  far  the  greater  part  in  1910. 
Total  applications  filed  in  U.  S.  Land  Office,  208,183.66  acres. 
Total  applications  approved  by  local  U.  S.  Land  Offites, 
122,811.94  acres.  Total  applications  rejected  by  local  U.  S. 
Land  Offices,  30,161.30  acres.  Total  applications  pending  in 
local  U.  S.  Land  Offices,  55,210.42  acres. 

Withdrawals — To  protect  the  State  from  losing  tO'  squatters 
its  best  land  on  unsurveyed  public  domain,  and  tO'  facilitate  the 
leasing  of  same,  you  applied  during  1910  for  withdrawal  from 
entry  and  a  survey  (under  Act  Aug.  18,  1894)  of  following 
fifty  townships :

Reappraisal 

L  of  all  State  land. 

which  began  with  Ravalli 
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county  in  the  fall  of  1908,  was  continued  in  1909  and  during 
1910  has  been  aggressive,  eight  field  men  being  employed.  F'or 
the  first  time  two  rental  appraisals  are  being  made,  one  for 
grazing  and  a  higher  for  agricultural  use.  The  field  work  is 
completed  as  to  ten  counties,  partly  done  as  to  eleven,  and  has 
not  begun  in  seven.  Timber  reapipraisal  m  1909  and  1910  has 
been  confined  mostly  to   Flathead  county. 

Investments  of  funds  by  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commis- 
sioners during  1909  and  1910  aggregated  $1,224,329.05  (for 
details  see  table).  A  part  of  this  period,  especially  -1909,  funds 
were  not  available,  for  which  reason  the  Board  waived  its 
right  to  bid  on  $425,000  of  school  bonds  and  $779,000  of  other 
bonds. 

The  Forestry  Board,  created  by  1909  law,  of  which  the  Regis- 
ter is  chairman,  has  imposed  on  it  most  important  duties,  that 
it  has  been  physically  impossible  tO'  perform.  In  1909,  through 
co-oiperation  of  U.  S.  Forest  Dept.,  over  4,000  cloth  fire  signs 
were  posted.  The  State  Forester,  the  member  o^n  whom  much 
of  the  Board  work  depends,  has,  since  his  appointment  last 
January,  been  occupied  largely  with  forest  fires  and  the  dam- 
age by  same. 

1910  Fire  Fighting  Costs — These  aggregate  for  claims  audit- 
ed $15,828.60;  some  claims  are  pending. 

Damage  from  Fire — An  examination  of  only  part  of  State  land 
burned  over  has  been  made.  State  Forester  Jungberg  estimates 
burned  and  fire-killed  State  timber  on  North  Fork  Flathead 
River  as  14,024,000  feet ;  on  the  Middle  Fork  Stillwater  River 
as  8,475,000.  The  above  dead  and  down  timber  is  being  ad- 
vertised for  sale.  No'  data  is  yet  available  as  to  fire  damage 
in  Sweet  Grass,  Gallatin,  Missoula,  Ravalli,  Sanders,  Lin- 
coln and  Powell  counties. 

Delinquent  Payments — To  avoid  slow  collections  a  system  is 
used.  Its  efficiency  and  the  promptness  of  those  who  buy  or 
rent  is  shown  by  following: 

Of  over  800  purchase  contracts  made  prior  to  1910  and  now 
running,  but  two  are  delinquent.  The  total  for  both  is  only 
$388.00,  on  which  an  extension  has  been  allowed,  with  interest 
at  8  per  cent. 

Over  5,000  leases  are  in  force  now,  and  over  $500,000  was 
collected  in  1909  and  1910.  Exclusive  of  the  T.  A.  Metzel 
estate  (about  $800)  and  a  coal  lease,  both  delinquent  before 
my  incumbency,   the   lease   rentals   now   60  days   or   more   past 
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due  total  only  $1,247.60,  most  of  which  will  be  paid  by  January 
ist  next. 

Increased  Office  Work,  New  Methods — The  1909  law  re- 
quires forty  per  cent  more  clerical  work  than  heretofore  for  a 
like  amount  of  business ;  it  also  imposes  on  the  Register  ardu- 
ous new  duties.  Added  to  the  large  increase  of  routine  woirk 
was  the  task  of  devising  and  inaugurating  methods  which 
would  afford  complete  records  and  save  labor.  These  have 
been  installed :  A  new  card  system  (over  10,000  cards)  ;  a 
loose  leaf  system  for  appraisal  records ;  the  making  of  certifi- 
cates of  purchase  on  machine  in  original  and  duplicate ;  over 
fifty  printed  forms  to  facilitate  the  voluminous  correspondence. 

There  is  needed  a  new  abstract  system  and  with  it  an  ac- 
counting of  lands  lost  to  State  from  all  causes  and  the  indem- 
nity selections  obtained  therefor. 

The  number  of  sales  contracts  issued  in  1910  was  8.13  and 
138  more  are  required  for  the  sales  made.  This  totals  951, 
and  lacks  but  20  of  equalling  the  total  number  issued  for  the 
seventeen    years    from    1892    to    1909,    inclusive. 

The  pres'ent  contract  requires  computations  for  20  annual 
payments,  as  against  14  heretofore ;  thus  increasing  the  work 
on  each  one.  After  the  recent  sale  of  Cut  Bank  town  lots,  it 
was  necessary,  under  the  law,  to  issue  contracts  with  many 
deferred  payments  of  less  than  $1.00  and  interest  items  of 
three  cents.  These  small  sums,  which  must  be  handled  through 
many  3^ears,  take  as  much  clerical  work  as  large  amounts ;  to 
avoid  such  petty  items  hereafter,  there  should  be  required  full 
cash  payment  for  all  sales  not  exceeding  $100.00. 

Fees — Collection  of  fees  dates  from  March  19,  1909 ;  while 
it  causes  considerable  work,  it  has  yielded  in  twenty  months 
$8,054.60.  The  additional  clerical  expense  of  the  office  during 
the  sam^e  period,  despite  the  great  increase  in  work  has  been 
only  $3,400. 

Live  Timber  Permits — But  one  has  been  granted,  and  it  is 
small,  about  $1,000.00. 

Trespasses  have  paid  $397  and  coal  mining  leases  $1,171.55. 

Expenses — Total  Land  Department  expenses  for  1909  and 
1910  were  $86,334.27.
